The 
importation of good white labor— 
not ownkirt orovitchea—but quiet, 
iuduotrioua immigration offers a 
possible aolution of the quoation, 
but immigrant labor ia a new 
thing in the South and its accom¬ 
plishment would take a long time. 
Until then, what?" 

To allow only one instance of the 
reckless extravagance of Roose- 
veil and Iris methoda of spending 
the people’e money by neing the 
veaaela of the Navy for outings, I 
iiiventiguted the matter of the 
President nnd other olliciala using 
; the Sylph and Dolphin, two ijia- 
patch bonta that belong to the 
i Navy. I went to the Navy De¬ 
partment. nnd inquired of the 
Chief Clerk for the information 
dcHirod. II** aatil it wan a delicate 
matter, and declined to furnish 
the information, except upon the 
authority of the Secretary. I went 
to the Secretary 'a office, and had a 
talk with Mr Nnrdhnuse, hi* pri¬ 
vate secretary. Mr. N'ordhousode¬ 
clined to give informaliun regard¬ 
ing matter* which occurred previ¬ 
ous to Morton's entrance into office 
an Secretary of the Navy. Ifnaaid 
that Mince July IiimI Mr. Morton 
had lined the Dolphin on one oc- 
canion, and had given hia check on 
the Chicago National Hank for one 
hundred mid sixty-liv<> dollars and 
Moveiiteeu Ceuta in payment there¬ 
for. lie allowed me the check.

bu«iiioss men iim well hn Southern 
p'antera and business men, l sub- 
mit to the readers of this corres¬ 
pondence the following interview 
with a thoroughly reliable and re¬ 
sponsible gentleman: 

Mr. Robert M. Moorman, who 
for a number of years has been 
Washington correspondent of the 
lending Southern newspapers, has 
just returned to this city after an 
absence of six mouths in the South. 
In an interview he points out a re¬ 
sult of KooseveltiHm in that sec¬ 
tion that has not been generally 
commented upon. 

"Tho negro problem, which has 
been so aggravated bv President 
Roosevelt's actions, presents an in¬ 
dustrial as well as a social phase," 
said Mr. Moorman. "The indus¬ 
trial side ot the question seems to 
have boon overshadowed by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt’s startling social 
equality ideas and well nigh lost 
to view. There is in the South a 
labor question that in time, if 
Roosevelt tain continues, will In¬ 
come a vital problem. Indeed, it 
is now rapidly approaching a crisis. 
Negroes are refusing to work even 
at good wages. Why? To be exact, 
there are two general reasons: 

"First, Roosoveltism. 

“Second. The temporary pros¬ 
perity of the country. 

‘‘President Roosevelt’s negro 
policy has made the negro believe 
that In* is so exalted that work is 
beneath him. I speak of the negro 
in general. Many of our Northern 
friends do not know the real thing 
in the negro hue. lie says: “We 
are better than white folks now, 
and we won't work no more. Tho 
man in the White House is oilr 
friend; the great United States 
government is behind us. We are 
safe.’ 

“It iH very difficult to get field 
bauds in the South. Cotton- 
choppers and cotton-pickers are in 
demand mid the crops siilfer much 
for lack of labor. House servants 
are procured with tho greatest 
difficulty even at good wages. The) 
good house-wives and Hat-wives of ( 
Washington nlso doubtless experi¬ 
ence this trouble. This, too, when 
negroes loaf about in large num¬ 
bers without any visible means of 
support and refuse work with 
scorn. 

"A few weeks ago coming into 
Washington 1 shared a seat on the 
train with a prospernusoldgentle¬ 
man fr*>m Mobile. He had moved 
there from the North—Massachu¬ 
setts, I think. He was on his w ay 
to the G. A. R. encampment. The 
conversation turning to politics, I 
was surprised when he remarked 
with vehemence; "Roosevelt has 
played hell (pretty good i’nited 
States language) in tin* South. I 
am in the shipping business, hut 
it is with tin* greatest diHieulty 
that I can get negroes t<* work on 
my boats, although thore are gangs , 
of them lying around idle. A few 1 
weeks ago one of my boats full of 
pn-sengers was delayed 24 hours 
because I could not get labor. 
They sny they don’t have to work 
now since Roosevelt is in the 
White House.' 

"The general prosperous condi¬ 
tion of the country has given tho 
negro a little money and the negro, 
ns a rule, when lie gets a little 
abend quits work until that is ex¬ 
hausted Many negroes*, too, have 
moved North. This has in part 
accounted for tho scarcity of labor. 
Rut Roosoveltism is tho root of u 
great portion of the evil. 

“The social aspect of the cose is 
had enough, but the South can 
cope with that. The Southerner,

Was It Foul Plav. 

The rumor which was rife here 
la*t we.*k to tin* effect that Will 
Hampton, of Simpson, Breathitt 
county, hud died ou Sunday night, 
Sept. 11, in St. Louis, now proves 
to have been a fact, but there is n 
mystery about it which is yet to 
b*« unraveled.
